‘The War on the Map 


‘The military operations map published by 
‘this journal on’ page 225 hus been the subject of 
much interesting comment, and, therefore, a 
few observations are not out of place. It shows 
clearly, and succinctly the present state of the 
hostilities in China from a geographical, and 
political point of view, and places in proper 
relationship various statements and estimates 
of frequent repetition but of ambiguous pur- 
port. The general comment on examining the 
map was, after a long and costly campaign in 
which military casualties have exceeded a 
million, elvilian casualties even higher and 
material damage running into thousapds of 
millions of dollars, the area in Japanese oc- 
‘cupation js so small in relation to the whole of 
China. ‘This obvious impression has produced 
reactions from both sides. Expressed in terri: 
torial terms, Japanese publicists have em- 
phasized the ‘immensity of the conquest which 
hos added to military possession an area far 
larger than that of Japan proper. On tho other 
hand, compared with the total area of the 
country it finds a reflection in the statement 
jot General Chiang Kai-shek, issued after the 
People’s Political Council meeting at Chung- 
king, in which he refers to the fact that China's 
main, base for a war of resistance is in her 
vast hinterland and not on her coast. Both are 
leorrect in the sense in which they are expressed 
but analysis alters the basis. Geographically, 
ithe balance is greatly in favour of China but 
feconomically it is overwhelmingly in favour 
of Japan, If General Chiang predicates con- 
tinued resistance on the control of vast rural 
fareas which can supply his simple needs until 
Japan is so overburdened with debt through 
the maintenance of a large army of occupation 
that exhaustion halts the military machine it 
isa comprehensible attitude although it ignores 
several important factors, One is that China 
feconomically is virtually lost to the present ad. 
‘ministration. Japan controls tho coastline of 
ithe Asiatic continent from the borders of Indo- 
China to Russia with every big port either 
occupied or controlled by the army or navy. 
[Within the present area of occupation practic- 
ally every big industrial or commercial centre 
‘nd neatly all the railways and important 
Waterways are imcluded and the richest ter- 
Tilories of China, including the Yangtze Valley, 
fare under Japanese domination leading to the 
Feeent statement in the Tokyo “Nichi Nichi” 
that Japn, once a “have not” country, will 
Become one of the greatest “have” nations in 
the world with the present conquest added to 
the Japari-Manchoukuo-China bloc: These re- 
sources will, naturally, be used against China 
in. continuation of the Scheme of conquest. 
‘These are material possessions of great value as 
the map shows and provide the objectives of 
the campaign which Japan's political plans 
[will develop. What the map does not show and 
Cannot plumb is the extent of the forces of 
moral and spiritual resistance aroused in China

The Press at the Front 


‘The Japaneso public were prepared well 
ahead of time for the fall of Hankow, and, 
therefore, the celebrations are deprived of 
spontaneity although the organization was im- 
pressive. Part of the weck's festivities included 
the manufacture of 500,000 lanterns in Tokyo 
jalone while one industry which operated at 
full blast despite urgent national war needs 
was concerned with flag and bunting manu- 
facture. None the less enterprising in the task 
of organizing the public for the recep- 
tion of the news was the Japanese 
press, which has “covered” the hostilities 
in China on a scale unequalled in 
‘any other war. Bennett Burleigh and the giants 
‘among correspondents in other days were ple- 
turesque individualists. In the Great War 
which produced millions of words of telegrams 
and reports, the correspondents were herded in 
groups, were sheltered well behind the lines 
and were allowed to see as little of the actual 
fighting as the GHQ could possibly arrange. In 
the present hostilities the Japanese excelled 
themselves in news organization, and 
marched alongside the soldiers in their 
‘eagerness to describe events, Some of the lead- 
ing Jspanese newspapers have staffs of 100 oF 
‘more men with the army, permiiting a reporter 
‘and a radio operator to accompany each column, 
while motor cycle couriers filled the gaps. 
When the first’ mobile column of ght tanks 
entered Hankow, there were reporters and radio 
foperstors in the tanks, although the obstruction 
at Seven Mile Creek held back the press column 
while the troops pushed on. A message from 
Hankow states that the total Japan press corps 
is 90 strong, including photographers, who ap- 
pear to have outdistanced the seribes in their 
Products judging by some of the war pictures. 
What seems to have crippled the thoroughness 
of the organization has been the action of the 
military censors in reducing to mere statements 
experiences of trained. observers who risked 
their lives—a score or more correspondents have 
been killed in action—to give their readers frst- 
hand news.

overerowd until groaning point is reached and 
history becomes not a record: of prepress but 
‘a highly complicated :mass of contradictions 
‘and inconsistencies that will need more than 
fa professor of history to unravel. There is one 
anniversary that might endure in one part cf 
the world if it can Keep its sense of humour, 
It was Guy Fawkes’ Diawkes’ Day in England 
fon Saturday and judging by the disrespect 
Which the general public has generally enter- 
tained towards the efforts of legislative as- 
semblies in most countries for centuries, the 
lunhappy conspirator whose name made. the 
day nationally famous was perhaps laudably 
inspired when he attempted to use barrels of 
gunpowder to dispose of the issue. 











Cabinet Changes. 


‘The new British Cabinet appointments follow 
along lines which were expected, though the 
strenthening of the Liberal Natlonal Party's 
representation in it will probably come as a 
surprise (0 those who would imagine Mr, 
Chamberlain would retain all the support there 
‘that he had, On the other hand it may be a 
very good move at this juncture to broaden 
the political basis of the Cabinet, not from the 
point of view of parties, but from that of the 
Individual. ‘Thus the ‘appointment of Lord 
Runeiman as Lord President of the Council, 
brings into the Cabinet a man whose ability 
hhas long been recognized, and which was clearly 
proved during the course of his unsuccess(ul 
‘mission to’ Czechoslovakia, . While it is clear that 
hhe did not effect what it’ was originally hoped 
he would, perusal of his despatches to the Prime 
Minister ‘during his visit show that he had 
quickly obtsined a clear view of the situation, 
and was able to give his leader advice which 
must have proved of the greatest value. Sir 
John Anderson as Lord Privy Seal has un- 
Goubtedly been appointed for his proved exe- 
cutive abilities, and if, as it is thought, he will 
bbe in charge of Home Defence in general with 
special reference to air-raid precautions, he 
should be Jn a position where he can best serve 
the country, Mr. Macdonald's combination of 
the Dominions and Colonial Secretaryships is 
a move in the right direction, and to be taken 
only as a temporary reversion to conditions in 
which the work of the two offlees was originally 
handled by:one department, the Colonial OMmee. 
‘The appointments,. it is indicated, do not alter 
the essential characer of the Government, but it 
may go a long distance towards increasing its 
administrative strength, It Is hoped that. this 
will be the caso, for this is especially a time 
when much driving foree will be necessary 
rapidly to improve the preparations for defence, 
the condition of which was not too satisfactory 
a few weeks ago.

Generalissimo Issues Manifesto on Policy 
In Anti-Japan War ; Council Votes Support 


RESOLUTION affirming thei 


shek and China’s determination to stand by him is understood 
to have been passed with acclamation by delegates at a meeting 


of the People's Political Council 


the Council followed the issue by the Generalissimo of a message 
to the people of China, in which he reiterated China’s determina~ 
tion to fight to the end and appealed to the country to face the 


present situation with yet greatei 


“It is better to be a broken jade than a whole tile,” declared 
General Chiang, who added that success lay in an unflinching and 


fearless struggle. b 


‘The message, according to Chinese 
reports, has ‘been received with 
enthusiasm by ‘the Chinese people as 
typitying dotermination to continue 
resistance against Japan. 

‘The first was that China’s main base 
for a war of resistance lay in her 
vast hinterland and not on her coast. 

‘The main reason for the defence of 
‘Wuhan, he asserted, was to retard the 
‘westward advance’ of the Japanese 
and in order 40 allow China to 
develop communication resources at 
her rear. 

‘The development of communicu- 
tions, he declared, was still in pro. 
gress so that plans could be carried 
‘out for nationwide warfare rather 
than fighting for a particular point. 

“The Wuhan cites," General Chiang 
continued, “have fallen into the hands 
of the enemy, but what they ha 
only scorched earth and dead cities 
in exchange for five months of fight- 
ing and hundreds of thousands of 
‘casualties, 

“Already the Japanese are deep in 
the mire, and trom now on they will 
tread on thornier ground." 

Withdrawals Not Retreats 

‘The Generalissimo asked the people 
not to misinterpret withdrawals as 
retreats, because the key to defeats 
and victories, he said, lay in the pre- 
servation of strength for continued 
resistance to the end. 

‘As his second point General Chiang 
Kaleshek emphasized that profonged 
nationwide resistance and taking the 
initiative were “essentials for crush- 
ing the enemy.” 

Only through the greatest hardship 
‘and suffering, he said, could victory 
be won, 

“China,” he went on, “should con 
tinue to draw the enemy further into 
the interior in order to force them to 
play an increasingly passive role, 
Irrespective of changes in the inter~ 
national situation, Japan must one 
day collapse from exhaustion, 

“China is fighting a revolutionary 
war for national liberation and. 10 
prevent subjugation, and in a revolu- 
tionary war there is no end till the 
final victory is won.” 

‘The batile-front, General Chiang 
Kal-shok added, was everywhere, and 
such a war could not be affectea by 
Jack of material “and supplies, 
‘although, he stated, China's war sup: 
plies were adequate and there was 
fo danger of her communications be- 
ing cut. 

In conclusion the Generalissimo ap- 
pealed to the country to face the pre- 
sent situation with yet greater: for- 
titude, courage and capacity for suf 
ferings and hardships—Reuter.

China Rejects Japan’s 
Aims in East Asia 


P Chungking, Nov. 4. 
“Typical of Japanese military sw 
ger and spiritual bravado" is how a 
Chinese official spokesman today des- 
jeribed the statement issued on Wed- 
nesday by the Japanese Government 
Jdeclaring, among other things, that 
it would "not reject the participation 
of the Kuomintang Government in 
‘the establishment of a new order in 
the Far East if it repudiated its anti 
JJapanese and pro-Communist policy. 
He termed it as “a grave insult to

New Government Discussed 

Nanking, Nov. 1. 

Setting the stage for important 
conversations which will begin this 
wflerngon, Mr. Wang Keh-min, chiet 
delegate of the “Provisional Govern 
ment” to the Joint Commission for 
the amalgamation of the Peiping and 
Nanking Governments, accompanied 
by his staff, paid a formal courtesy 
visit on Mr. Liang Hung-chih, chair 

of the executive Couneil of the 
"Reformed Government,” this mora 
ing. 

Later, Mr. Wang made a series of 
courtesy calls ‘om Japanese authori. 
tes including the Consul-General, and 
high military and naval officials. At 
noon, the Peiping delegate was the 
guest of honour at a luncheon at 
the New Asia Hotel given by the 
commander of the Japanese Expedi- 
tionary Foree Central Chins. 

‘This afternoon, representatives of 
the Peiping and Nanking governments 
will hold a preliminary mecting of 
the Joint Commission. ‘Tonight, the 
“Reformed Government” will be host 
at a dinner party given in honour 
of the visiting Peiping oMcials. 

Japanese Forces Praised 
Meanwhile, on behalf of Mr. Wang. 
Keh-min, the Minister of Interior of 
the “Provisional Government” Mr, 
Wang I-tang, declared to a Domel 
correspondent that the fall of the 
Wuhan areas is “the most signiflant 
event in the history of East Asia.” 

‘The offiial added that the “brill 
‘ent military record” of the Japanese 
army and navy was a surprise to the 
‘entire world. 

‘Mr. Wang’ T-tang then stated that 
{it was Mr. Wang Keh-min's opinion 
‘that government should be establish- 
fed both at Canton and in the Wuhan

Listeners-in heard of the world being. struck 
by a huge meteorite, of cities, which they 
Knew, being reduced by either death rays 
or gas, of the panic ‘which the celest 
vaders were creating and the death and| 
destruction which they carried in their train. 
From Los Angeles to New Jersey a stale of 
alarm was ereated which seems almost beyond 
imagination, and astonishing demonstrations| 
of alarm are reported from all over the eoun- 
try. The whole result seems as much a tribute 
to the excellence of the manner in which the 
work had been dramatized as it is to the very! 
effective piece of fiction which Mr. Wells had) 
produced. But thiere is about the whole in-| 
cident much of sinister significance, and 
suficient, to show that in the future the 
greatest ‘possible care will have to be ex- 
ereised in the supervision and censorship| 
of this particular form of radio entertain- 
ment, ‘There is such a thing as being too 
realistic, and it is likely that added to the 
general dialogue of the story were some of 
the best effects of the sound department, the 
whole conveying a sense of conviction that it 
is possible to conceive that even those fully 
aware of the fictional nature of the pro- 
gramme, might have been overcome against 
their own better judgment. 

‘That the radio broadcast is a very danger- 
‘ous .weapon has been clear for some years, 
‘but that has been merely from the point of 
view of the dissemination of propaganda. 
‘There is, however, another danger which is 
Inherent’ in the process of broadcasting, of 
which an instance occurring in Shanghai re- 
cently is an example. Some weeks ago the 
statement was broadcast from local stations 
to the effect that newspapers in Tokyo were 
commenting upon the possibility of Japan 
declaring war on China. Within a remark- 
ably short space of time the offices of this 
Journal were being besieged by telephonic 
inquirers, asking whether it were true that 
Japan had declared war on China. Told 
that it was not, they replied indignantly that 
they had heard it over the radio. Of course 
they had not. They thought they had, but 
the probabilities are that they heard nothing 
In. particular until their inattention was 
changed by hearing something about Japan 
declaring war on China. The fact that} 
‘Tokyo newspapeis were merely discussing the| 
‘chances had completely escaped their notice, 
fand being unable to ask the broadcaster to 
repeat what he had said, even if they had 
thought of doing 0, they formed the con- 
clusion that their version of what they 
thought they heard correctly represented the 
facts, Thus the announcement that the U. S. 
broadcast was fetional, made four times, 
during the course of the programme, was not 
a sufficient safeguard against countless hearers 
forming a totally wrong impression, and when 
into the dramatization there were introduced 
all the sound effects which can now be done 
so realistically, even those fully apprised of 
the facts, were probably overwhelmed by the 
realism which was reaching them via the 
oud speaker. The thought of iron crusta~ 
ceans, striding with enormously long legs 
over the land, invulnerable to the weapons 
of the denizens of this world, and spreading 
Geath and destruction wherever they went, 
reinforced with all the realism at the hands 
‘of broadcast engineers must have had a 
‘widespread, and potent effect upon millions of 
listeners. 

It was, in all probability, only a very few 
who had picked up the signifieance of the 
four statements as to the nature of the 
broadcast, To the first in all likelihood only 
tho most perfunctory attention had been 
given, the three others were undoubtedly lost 
Sight’ of in the general horrific impression 
‘which the dramatization commenced quite 
‘early to create, There is apparently no really 
[safe precaution to be taken against this state 
of affairs being created, and it is likely that 
the only real remedy against listeners being 
alarmed like this in the future will be the 
establishment of a censorship having that 
end in view, ‘There are many who view the 
application of restrictive institutions to the 
rights of free speech with considerable mis~ 
giving, as striking at the roots of the liberty 
of the individual, but it must be remembered 
that that liberty includes freedom from the 
repetition of such incidents as that which so 
widely alarmed the citizens of the United 
States. When on announcer says that even 
he is being choked off by gns, of that this 
might be the last broadcast the world would 
ever hear, it is inevitable that many listeners 
would be frightened. Reality was acting as 
‘an enormous stimulant to the imaginations 
which had already been greatly aroused, and 
there were probably not many who remained 
calm engugh to think back to the preliminary 
assurance Which had been given. The fact 
that it was given suggests that there was 
in the minds of those responsible the pos- 
sibility that the broadcast was’ somewhat 
risky. ‘They would not otherwise hgve taken 
the precaution they did, but it i obvious 
now that such announcements are not 
Sufficient protection, and that if these ultra- 
realistic performances are to be repeated, 
‘greater efforts will have to be taken to sea} 
that they will not have unduly bad effects.

‘The one is the very 
obvious justice and necessity of doing some- 
thing to meet German demands in this matter, 
and the other is the very plain and freely 
admitted duty of the British Government to 
the inhabitants of the territories concerned. 
It may be possible to reconcile the two, but 
it is quite plain that the task of doing so 
is beset with all manner of intricacies, which 
removes the whole question from the cate- 
gory of simple issues. 


In approaching this question, which con- 
‘cerns. other nations as well as Great Britain, 
it is essential that full recognition should be 
given of the fact that the generalization from| 
Particular instances, such as the virtual ex- 
termination of the Herrero tribe in South-| 
West Africa, that Germany's pre-war colonial 
policy showed her to be unfit for the! 
Jadministration of native territories, has long 
since been abandoned. At the “most the 
largument that these colomies had been mis-| 
governed was greatly exaggerated: it wa 
‘certainly’ not sufficient to justify the “colonial 
guilt lie” which was alleged against the 
Germans. Once that is disposed of, it would

VOICE OF THE CHARMER

The, new announcement of policy in east 
Asia by the Japanese Government on the 
eve of the anniversary of the birth of 
Emperor Meiji contains nothing surprising, 
fand may be summed up as a restatement 
of frequently announced aims, without any 
very great modification. ‘The one important 
feature is the outline of the Japanese position 
regarding the Kuomintang, and it is now 
‘made clear that a properly’ purged Kuomin- 
tang, without the leadership of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kal-shelc and his immediate followers, 
freed of its alleged Communist leanings might 
be permitted to play its rdle in whatever 
government is eventually set up for China 

‘The gentle hint is 
obviously designed to drive a wedge between 
the Generalissimo and the party, in an 
attempt to bring ‘about the downfall of the 
former, with some hope to the latter of still 
being able to take some part in the govern= 
ment of the remodelled nation. It is doubtful 
whether this ingenious move will have any 
real effect, for since the fall of Canton and the 
‘Wuhan cities it is apparent that even these 
severe blows have failed to daunt the 
determination of Chiang Kai-shek, and 
party to continue fighting. ‘The rest of the 
document consists of familiar reiterations 
which will serve to convince no one save, 
perhaps, the Japanese themselves, represents 
no vital departure from the famous declara~ 
tion of January 16, affords no contribution 
in Chinese eyes to'the cause of peace, and 
‘demonstrates beyond a peradventure that the 
task of reconciling the two governments would 
be just as dificult now as it has been in the 
past. Japan is as insistent now upon the 
surrender of the Chinese Government as it 
‘was when hostilities opened, and in the 
absence of this Japan stands committed to 
pursue the Chinese government and its forces, 
to the very boundaries of China in an 
endeavour to crush it once and for all, 
That may indeed represent the intentions of 
the Japanese militarily dominated govern- 
ment, but whether it coincides with the 
wishes of the commercial community of 
Japan is an entirely different matter, 


With the completely ruthless behaviour of 
the Japanese military and naval authorities 
towards third Power interests in China, a 
complete contrast is to be found in the soft 
blandishments of Mr. Kenji Kodama, presi- 
dent of the Central China Development Co. 
He, in an interview in Tokyo, promised that 
foreign companies would be encouraged to 
resume their normal activities in Central 
China as soon as circumstances permitted. 
Tho reason has been given by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain in the House of Commons 
debate on foreign affairs, by Sir Frederick 
Whyte, and by a large number of competent 
observers on present trends in the Far East, 
‘Japan will eventually want money. She has 
taken upon herself great responsibilities in 
China which will require the use of more 
funds than Japan can possibly provide, and, 
as Mr. Chamberlain rightly says, there can 
be no development of China without a good 
deal of capital, and for that Japan will have 
to go to other countries including Great 
Britain. Mr. Kodama is too closely in touch 
with the principal money markets of the 
‘world to expect foreign financiers to supply 
funds directly for the rehabilitation of the 
areas Japan has occupied in China without 
‘a considerable change of conditions, and as 
president of the new company he will pro- 
bably seek to pave the way for foreign eapi- 
falists who may become interested in the 
schemes of development. In. short Mr. 
Xodama realizes that it is necessary for 
Japan to restore that commercial confidence 
‘which has been sadly damaged by the action 
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of the military and naval authorities in| 
China, and to repair as far as is humanly 
possible the grave injuries inflicted upon 
interests which the Japanese _overnment 
has so. offen and with such solemnity 
promised to respect. Much, of course, depends 
upon the meaning of the phrase “as soon os 
‘eircumstances permitted.” ‘The determina- 
tion of that fact by the officials at present 
operating in China Ieaves the impression in 
mind of the forcign observer that it will be 
a very long time before circumstances will 
permit the resumption by third Power 
nationals of their tradings in China. More~ 
over the policies at present followed show 
definitely that whatever may be thought in 
‘Tokyo, those on the spot are seoking to effect 
the total elimination of competitive trade in 
China, and one of the main difficulties which 
confront Mr. Kodama is to reconcile his view 
with the practices of the army and navy. 

For the moment the cooings of the presid- 
‘ent of the Contral China Development Com- 
pany will fall on very deaf ears as long as| 
present policies are followed. There is no 
intention on the part of those foreign interests! 
involved that money should be lent to Japan 
for the purpose of financing schemes which 
as they stand at present are designed to’ 
eliminate all foreign trade from China except 
that of the Japanese. If, as it is believed, 
Mr, Kodama may suceced ‘in at least alleviat- 
ing the hardships under which non-Japanese! 
concerns are operating at present in Central 
China, he will have done a great deal towards: 
restoring that confidence without which the| 
monetary assistance of which Japan will be! 
In need will certainly not be forthcoming. 
He will have a remarkably difficult task to] 
fulfl, for he will find himself pitted against] 
the ruthlessness of, those interests which the] 
Special Service Section of the Japanese Army 
4s so active in serving on the one hand, and| 
fon the other he will have to endeavour to| 
‘wipe out the very real distrust which is felt 
abroad over Japanese behaviour vis-a-vis of 
the very substantial interests of foreigners; 
in China. ‘The very naive plea that Japan| 
and her actions are completely misunderstood 
falls on ears closed by the realization of the 
most patent of facts, and Mr. Kodama ean 
‘expect no success in his endeavours to attract 
foreign capital so long as proof of blatant 
bad faith is so clear.

‘That famous letter on this day three 

hundred and thirty-three years ago put an 

‘end to the plot conceived and prepared for 

‘well over two years for the destruction of 

King James I and his Parliament. Only the 

day before Lord Monteagle at Haxton had 

received it from some anonymous correspond~ 
ent, probably one of the plotters themselves, 
for’ plotters no matter how callously they 
may regard the fate of their intended victim, 
ave soft spots in their hearts for their 
friends, and it was through such a sentiment 
that the whole scheme was brought to naught, 

‘and a large number of the schemers—in- 

cluding the wretched Guido Fawkes himself, 

caught ready to light the fuse to explode the 
gunpowder under Parliament,—to the scat 
fold. Robert Catesby for two long years had 

‘been devising a means of getting iid of the| 

King, and as a result of his scheming, suf 

cient explosive had been smuggled into the 

cellar beneath the House. He, the previous 
night, having been warned -that the plot had 
been’ divulged, refused the advice to flee, 
and Fawkes satisfied that nothing had up to 
then been touched in the cellar, returned to| 
hhis station to set off, at the appropriate 
moment, the ton-and-a-half of powder which 
lay hidden beneath a stack of coal and fag- 
Gols. ‘The authorities acted quickly and in 
the course of a search which has been 
yepeated ever since prior to the assembly of| 
Parliament, the unhappy Fawkes was appre- 
hended ana the whole plot revealed. Nine! 
men were executed for complicity, and Eng-| 
Jand rejoiced that a monarch who had never! 
up to then caplured its fancy had so escaped. 
Indeed Jt continues to do 9, not, perhaps, 
with all the enthusiasm of former years, but 
at least with all the Joy of that youth which’ 
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Knows but the bare outlines of the story, 
‘and nothing of what underlay it. 

Nor is it intended here to go into such 
matters, but rather to think a little of the 
survival of such quaint customs centuries 
‘after all real significance has disappeared 
from the story.

‘meet it. Much must naturally depend upon 
the degree of unanimity which may be arrived| 
at between them, for it is clear that if they 
were all resolutely combined to resist any 
jsuch development Japan is not strong enough 
to effect it. ‘The American Note of October’

This latter 
fact has led to the conjecture that some Shang.

wirls by demanding “protection money” or. its 
equivalent, and upon being refused have taken 
their revenge by throwing bottles filled with 
explosives into the midst of the customers. 
Acts such as these are designed to discourage 
patronage of the café. Whether they do so or 
not i a matter of opinion, there being many 
who believe that an incident of this nature is 
far from being a deterrent to patrons, but may 
easily turn out to be an advertisement. If the 
conjecture of a “racket” is correct, it should 
not prove very difficult for the police to bring 
the ‘culprits to book. For threatening letters 
must have passed before the incidents, and 
these nearly always provide some clue ‘as to 
their origin. Since the closure of Hongkew, 
there has been a regular rush of cafés and 
beer halls in many parts of the Settlement and 
Concession south of the Soochow Creek, due 
to the moving of former amusement centres to 
the safer section of the city. Often these cafés 
fare small, consisting of one room only. And 
they exist! as an open invitation to exploitation 
by denizens of the underworld.

Effort to Encirele Chinese 


Japanese Rapidly Closing Gaps in Huge 
Steel Ring ; Chinese Retreating Westward 


‘APANESE forces operating north of the Yangtze River were 
rapidly closing the gaps in a huge “steel ring” about 320 km. 
in circumference in an effort to encircle Chinese troops retreating 
westward from the northern front, according to dispatches reach- 
ing an undisclosed field headquarters today. 
Chinese troops falling back to the west were estimated to total 
at least 80 divisions comprising from 300,000 to 400,000 men. 


Reports from various commanders} 
today stated that the Japanese lines| 
extended {rom Yingeheng northward, 
to Anlu, Maping, Yingshan and Wu- 
sheng pass between Honan and Hupeh| 
Provinees, and southeastward » to|

Japanese Destroy 
Food Boats 


Shanghai, Nov. 5. 
Incxplicable action by the Japanese 
authorities in the Yangtze deita which 
supplies Shanghai with most of its 
food and dairy products is causing 
consternation to the farmers and 
traders between these ports and 
Shanghai, the “North-China Dally 
News" learnt yesterday. 

‘Small flects of armed trawlers and 
Jaunches have been formed by the 
Japanese and have descended on the 
junks, lighters and sampans engaged 
in the transport of farm products 
and many boats have been burnt and 
destroyed for no apparent reason, 
‘The result is that the food situation 
may be affected owing to the feeling 
of uncertainty among the’ farmers 
and boat owners engaged in the trade. 

Shanghal has long depended on the 
hinterland of the Lower Yangtze 
for its supplies and in the early 
stages of the hostilities commendable 
enterprise on the part of foreign and 
Chinese irterests resulted in opening 
up new sourees and creating new 
routes in order to put these supplies 
fon the Shanghai market. With the 
closing of the Yangtze, these new 
routes proved extremely useful and 
the work of transporting goods to 
and from ports in the Delta gave 
Jocal shipping companies of all na- 
tionalities employment at. a time 
when such work held together the 
remnants of the trade, 











Hard on Everybody 


Generally, conditions in the delta 
have been quiet as the country peo- 
ple are industrious and peaceful, 
happy to be left alone for the tide 
of war swept past them as the 
Japanese advanced up river, Recent 
ly, the Japanese have being paying 
attention to the delta and armed 
trawlers and launches have been, 
placed on patrol and have concen- 
trated on the Chinese junks and 
sampans which carry the farm pro- 
duce to the points of loading ar- 
ranged by the ships which eventually 
transport the goods to Shanghai, 
Many of these junks have been set,

cent. In trade during the first month 
of their inauguration, 

‘An attempt to reach a settlement 
with the Trade Control Office was 
made during Mr. T. V. Song's recent 
visit to Kunming, ‘but so far no 
satisfactory result had been achieved, 

‘By these measures, Chinese and 
forelgners alike jwere requested to 
‘ll in forms on goods arriving or 
Weaying Yunnan in order to get 
permission for the import or export 
©f goods. 

All forelgn exchange had to bs 
obtained at the Futien ‘Bank at the 
bank's own rate, which was reported 
to have been ‘considerably below 
‘the dally rate, Thus the bank was 
stated to be attempting to gain con: 
trol over foreign’ exchange, 

As a result of this trade control, 
there has been an increase in the 
rise of prices and u scarcity of

Peace Movements Banned 
Meanwhile, it was revealed that the 
Metropolitan’ Police authorities have 
decided to ban any peace movement 
‘based upon a misrepresentation of the 
Government's statement. 

‘According to this morning's edition 
of the "Kokumin Shimbun,” the Gov- 
‘ernment has no intention ‘whatsoever

New War Notes for 
Central China 


‘Tokyo, Nov. 2 

The circulation of war notes in 
South and Central China with the 
exception of Shanghai, in the place 
‘of the Bank of Japan notes which 
have hitherto been used in Japanese 
cccupied regions, was enforced ‘on 
November 1, according to the special 
correspondent of the "Shanghai Nichi 
Nichi.” 

This step was taken by the Japan- 
ese Finance Ministry, after consulta- 
ion with the fighting services, in 
view of the lack of sufficient banking 
facilities to meet the rapid economle 
development, rehabilitation and ex- 
loitation of natural resources in 
South and Central China as compared, 
with the smooth ‘progress of the 
political reconstruction of these places 
following the fall of the Wuhan dis- 
twiet and Canton into Japanese hands, 

‘The correspondent stated that the 
finance Ministry had issued the fol- 
lowing notification through 
Japanese banks on the spol: 

(1) In Central China, except Shang- 
hal, Japanese bank notes will be re~ 
placed by the new war notes; 

2) Those who desire to purchase 
goods, in Japanese occupied’ regions 
should change their bank notes into| 
war notes in Shanghai or in the Jap- 
Janese banks on the spot; and 

(3) War notes may be. changed| 
Into bank notes by obtaining permis-| 
‘sion from the resident nancial com-| 
‘missioner of the Finance Ministry. 

It was understood that war notes, 
gstimated at present to the extent of 
'¥,30,000,000, have been circulated in

hoisted shortly after dawn yesterday.

flag at all had been flown from Cus- 
toms buildings and eraft, It could 
not be ascertained from oMeial sour- 
ces, however, by whose order the 
five-colour standard, once the emblem 
‘of the new-born Chinese Republic, 
had been raised. 

It was not the first time that the 
fvesbar flag had been seen in the 
downtown district of the Internation- 
al Settlement. On March 28, last, 
when the Reformed Government was 
inaugurated in Hongkew, the rod- 
‘yellow-green-white-black banner Was 
hoisted, at high noon, over the ofice 
of the Consolidated “fax Bureau in 
Kiukiang Road, near Honan Read. 
‘This flag, however, was pulled down 
by the tax oMicials themselves dur- 
ing the early part of the same after- 
noon for some reason not disclosed.

It is understood that the fying of 
the “Reformed Government” flag over 
local Customs buildings and from 
Customs vessels in the Shanghat har- 
our does not indicate a material 
change in the Customs administration 
here.

Mother and Son Shot 
By Armed Robbers 


Shanghal, Nov. 2. 

A party of five armed robbers yes- 
terday morning brutally murdered a 
Chinese woman and her 18 years old 
son after an alarm had been raised 
during a robbery at 251 Wuting 
Road.

Landlords on the Rampage 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonti-Cimxa Dany News” 
‘Sm—I am the tenant of a flat in 
fone of the old apartment houses in 
Rue Moliére, a place which many 
|Shanghallanders would merely sneeze 
‘at considering the modern buildings 
Which have sprung up in the course 
Jor the last few years, Our hot water 
system is so much out of date that if 
fone of my neighbours decides to 
have a bath in the morning I have 
to wait patiently for my turn. Quite 
often my cook has to heat sufficient | 
Jwater to enable me to shave, Lately 
]we have had an incursion of rats due 
to the ancient construction of the 
house, and the electric wiring has 
made’ me buy more globes in one 
Jmonth than another place would re~ 
Jquire in a year. The flooring has 
got to the stage that we have to walk 
Jen tiptoe in order not to disturb our 
frelghbours in the apartment below. 
The locality 1s more or less peaceful. 
spart from a few howling dogs and 
Ja. musician who has rent the alr on 
his saxophone with the same dismal 
note throughout the summer. Since 
the rental up to now has been rea- 
Jsonable we have put up with the 
above mentioned inconveniences and 
ja fow others not mentioned. But the 
agents for our landlord, a well- 
known and highly respectable firm | 
Jot lawyers in this city, recently in- 
formed the other tenants and myselt 
that ‘from November 1 the rent 
jwould be increased. And it was not: 
‘a small item either! I suppose they: 
thought they might as well make a 
job of it since the increase in my 
ease amounts to 33 per cent. Decid- 
Jing that an increase was fair under 
the circumstances I wrote and offered 
to contribute with a reasonable per- 
centage to my landlord's coffers; 
but my offer received no written 
reply. On November 1, I mailed my 
Jcheque and added what even the 
[Shanghai Municipal Council consid- 
Jers @ reasonable increase; but my 
Jeheque was returned with a curt 
not reiterating the 33 per cent. in- 

ferease, 
T know there are innumerable cases, 
in Stanghal, both in the International 
‘Settlement ‘and in the French Con- 
Jcession, where owners are taking an 
unfair’ advantage of the present. 
shortage of apartments and houses, 
Jond I am wondering just how long 
it will be before tenants will wake 
up and take some action in the mat- 
ter. It ought not to be so dificult

A Constructive Suggestion 


To the Ealtor of the 
“Nomni-Cuma Dany News" 


StI shall appreciate it if you 
‘will grant me space in your columns 
to voice my complaint in regard to 
the Bus Company service to passeng- 
ers_on Route No. 12. 

‘There are only three such buses put 
on this route four times a day during 
‘the rush hours, and instead of cater- 
ing to the regular No. 12 bus pas- 
sengers Tam at a loss to figure out 
the reason why the Bus Company 
have set their rates so as to encour- 
‘age short distance passengers who 
could definitely use the No. 10 Route 
which schedules buses regularly at 
2-minute intervals. 

It is very annoying at times to have 
to be packed into buses like sardines 
and later find that a large number 
of passengers will alight at the Che- 
kiang Road corner (buses proceeding 
West). 

‘This is a dally occurrence and I 
have not complained, but when 1, a 
regular ‘No, 12 bus ‘passenger, was 
denied admittance into two buses be- 
‘cause of thelr being overcrowded and 
When ‘the third and last bus arrived 
at my stop (comer of Honan Road) 
a regular No. 10 bus passenger, who 
was taking advantage of the’ low 
fare signalled the bus to proceed. I 
feel thoroughly justifed in lodging 
this complaint. 

Fortunately at the time, however, 
the driver of the bus recognized me 
as a regular passenger and waited 
until the conductor had opened the 
gate and allowed me to squeeze 
through. 

‘When the conveyance arrived at 
both Cheklang and Yu Ya Ching 
Road corners, I counted at least 20 
persons had got off at these two sec~ 


T would like to point out that the 
bus ‘was s0 overcrowded that the 
conductor could not collect all the 
fares from these short-distance cus- 
tomers, resulting in a great number 
getting by with a free ride. 

‘What annoys one most is that these 
Passengers could very well use the 
No. 10 bus, which is on regular ser- 
Vice, instead of packing into the No. 
12 Buses because of a cheaper rate. 

‘Would it be asking too much of the 
Bus Company to increase the short 
distance fare trom 3 cents to 5 cents 
which will make it 1 cent more than 
the No. 10 Route for the same dis- 
tance. 

By this revised rate the  short- 
distance | passengers will, without 
doubt, take the No. 10 bus’ and leave 
the No, 12 for the regular passengers. 

‘May T suggest that one of the Bus 
Company's officials endeavour to 
board a No. 12 bus on the westbound 
trip at § o'clock; he will then realize 
what the unfortunate No. 12 bus pas- 
sengers have to endure. He will 
know also that the short-distance 
passengers are of the labour class, 
which makes it all the more objec: 
tionable.

Shanghal’s problem is unique, in 
that all passenger trame between’ the 
business “district and the residential 
districts has to be carried over the 
surface roads; whereas in other big 
cities a very ‘large proportion of the 
passenger traMe is carried by the 
underground railways or by. the 
ordinary railway lines, 

Since the nature of Shanghat’s soll 
prohibits the building of an under- 
ground railway, it is ‘necessary to 
nd some other method of relleving 
Shanghai's streets of part of thelr 
surplus. occupants. 

Has the idea of bullding one or 
more “overhead” motor roads ever 
been considered?. An overhend road 
commencing at the Bund and extend- 
Ing as far as, say, Seymour Road, 
would enable ‘motorists to cover in 
a few minutes a distance which dus- 
ing the rush hours takes about a 
Jauarter of an hour to traverse, 

‘A suitable site for such an over- 
head road might be found along the 
banks of the Soochow Creek.

Judgment 

‘This action is brought by 
plaintit, employed as an oversee 
the American Securities Corporation 
at a salary of $150 per mensem, to 
Feeover damages general and special 
resulting from a eollision between 
the public riekshaw in which he was 
riding. anda motor-car belonging to 
the defendant, 

According to the plaintif’s evidence 
he was proceeding on the night 
question at about 11,50. pam. fro 
Yates Road along Bubbling Weil Road 
to his home in Avenue Road, which 
he always reached via Seymour Road, 
Just past Majestic Road and nearly 
‘opposite a ‘filling station there his 
rickshaw, which twas travelling close 
to the pavement, was struck on the 
ear of the off wheel: the shafts were 
turned, and he himself and the puller 
fell, upon the pavement, ‘The viek= 
shaw had two lights, one in front on. 
the left shaft and another on. the 
‘axle; it was not overturned, but the 
Whee! was twisted and the lights went, 
out, ‘Three occupants of the car caine 
up and one of them helped him to h 
feel. He then saw the car stationary. 
opposite Gordon Road, at the corner 
of which were a Chinese and a § 
policeman, ‘The puller was shou 
and these two policemen came 
towards them. ‘The Sikh questioned 
‘one of the occupants of the car, a tall 
man with a small moustache, “who 
wrote his name in the Sikh's notebook: 
and gave the puller some money. The 
same man called out toa man in 
white, whom he addressed as doctor, 
and the latter examined the puller 
but not the witness who was in a 
dazed condition. “The doctor and the 
puller then went away and the three 
Gecupants returned to thelr car, Thoy 
offered the plaintifr a lift, whieh he 
declined and took the number of the 
car as it drove off, He next meta 
Japanese policeman’ on a motor eyelo, 
told him what had happened ond 
Went back with him to the scene of 
the accident. A Russian policeman 
also came up and took the plaintift 
to the Bubbling Well station. Thence 
hhe was taken {0 the Country Hospital 
and after first aid treatment there re= 
‘turned to the station and made a re- 
port. The only other witness called 
fon behalf of the plaintift was his 
doctor, who deseribed the nature of 
the injuries.which he said he found 
next day the plaintiff had sustained 
asa result of the accident, 

It is to be observed that in his 
evidence the plaintift defnitely placed 
the scene of the accident as nearly 
Opposite a Alling station beyond. 
‘Majestic Road. It was subsequently 
proved conclusively by independent 
‘evidence, and accepted by ‘plaintil’s 
counsel, that the accident ‘occurred 
opposite Dombey’s shop just short of 
‘Medhurst Road, whence it is impos- 
sible to see’ the approaches to 
Majestic and Gorsion Roads. There 
are in fact filling stations just past 
Majestic Road and opposite Dombey's, 
but the dissimilarity: between them is, 
apparent even at night with the lamps. 
lit, The plaintify said tater that he 
was dazed by the accident, but he 
was apparently not so dazed as to 
be unable shortly afterwards to insist, 
on taking the number of the car (he 
{ook it incorrectly, it is true, as to 
the last figure), to describe the occur 
Fence to a Japanese policeman and 
to point out the scene of it to him 
‘and to a Russian policeman who came 
up on motor-cycles. No further i 
formation was fortheoming at the 
hearing from either side as to the 
place which the plaintify pointed out 
to these policemen or where he 
Jocated the accident in his report at 
Bubbling Well Station, On his ow 
evidence he must in both instances 
havo indleated the wrong place, and 
the question suggests itself whether, 
widely mistaken as he was as to the 
scene of the accident, he may not 
have been equally mistaken as to his 
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riekshaw's situation in the road at the 

"ime of the collision. 
the evidenee of the defendant and 
his companions in the ear was to the 
following effect. ‘Theytwere proceed~ 
ing from the Race Club westward 
alongiBubbling Well Road when some 
twenly or thirty paces before reach- 
jing Dombey’s the defendant, who was 
driving, noticed a rickshaw without 
Tights “occupying more of the road 
than. it should have been”. — When 
within ten fest of it he pulled oat 
{to the right (thereby, he said, putting 
himself on the wrong side of the 
road) to avoid it, but he did not then 
Jsound his horn.” ‘The rickshaw sud~ 
fdenly turned to the right and the 
defendant pulled further out, sounded 
his hora and jammed on his brakes; 
the puller turned round, saw the car 
Jand ‘started to go back to the south 
‘side of the rond, but the bumper of 
the car caught his right wheel, This 
account of the accident was cor~ 
oborated by the witness. Gensburger. 
‘The defendant drove a few yards 
further and stopped. got out with his 
companions and walked back to. the 
seene of the collision where thoy 
found the plaintift ond his puller 
sitting on the pavement. The defen 
dant “looked! for a policeman and 
ound a Siich somo fifteen yards east 
ward of Dombey's to whom, with @ 
stranger as interpreter, he tried to 
explain what had happened. Dr. 
Rosenborg-Schauss, who lives in 
lateahurst Apartments and had seen 
the gathering outside Dombey’s from 
Ja window of his flat, arrived on the 
seene, examined the puller and found 
nothing much the matter with hi 
Ihe was told that nobody else had been 
Fhurt and went home. Tt was common 
ground that it was drizzling at the 
time of the accident. 

‘The road was shown to be 43 feet 
wide here at its narrowest part, and 
the defendant said that the rickshaw 
‘was about seventeen feet from. the 
‘kerb when his car struck it a glane- 
Ing blow, after which he did not im- 
mediately sce it, but he suggested that 
it was propelled by the force of the 
blow towards the left pavement; the 

1¢ suggestign was offered by Mr, 
/Génsburger with the additionithat the 
puller might have tripped over the 
kerb, ‘Tho rickshaw was not over 
turned and the puller may possibly 
have staggered towards the pavement 
fond there collapsed: but it remains 
fa suggestion only. In the opinion of 
this latter witness there would have 
been no accident if the puller hod 
not tutned to the left towards 
Dombey's. Be that as it may, the 
weakest feature of the defence, to 
my mind, was the failure of ‘the 
defendant’ 40 charge, either on the 
scene itself or in his reply of June 
23 to the plaintif’s solicitor, these 
alleged turns of the rickshaw as the 
proximate cause of the collision. The 
omission to do s0 is the more remark- 
able in that he did in that reply drave 
attention to the rickshaws lack of 
light and situation in the roadway, 
Jond ft leaves the defence open to the 
imputation that this feature of it was 
‘the result of an afterthought. On the 
other hand it is possible that the de- 
fondant did not realize the danger of 
the omission; he himself said in eross- 
lexamination that ‘he did not think 
mentioning these turns. The plaintift 
denied the allegations on which the 
defences to the charge of negligence 
Jand of contributory negligence were 
based; he said that the lights went 
lout after} the collision, that the rick= 
shaw was not travelling near. the 
centre of the road, that it did not 
turn at all just before the collision 
‘and that he had no intention of pro- 
ceeding up Medhurst Road, 

‘The doctrine of identification which 
counsel for the defence sought. to 
apply to the circumstances of this 
case, namely that a passenger ina 
public vehicle was identified with the 
Jdriver because he had selected ‘him 
Jand had some sort of control over him 
(Thorogood v. Bryan, 8 CB. 115) wos 
formerly held in our Courts but was 
finally exploded in The Bernina where 
[Lord Herschel said: “What kind of 
control has the . passenger over the 
driver which would make it reason- 
fable to hold the former affected by 
‘the negligence of the latter? And 
is it anymore reasonable to hold him 
80 affected because he chose the mode 
fof conveyance, that is to say, drove 
in an omnibus rather than walked, 
of took the frst omnibus that passed 
Jhim instead of waiting for another?” 
[The contributory negligence here, if 
Jany there were, was that of the puller 
‘and so does no affect the plaintif's 
claim. He has, in fact, if the puller 
were ‘negligent, a concurrent remedy 
Jagainst him. ‘Thus the sole question 
left for decision is: Wes the defen- 
‘dant negligent? 

‘The main dutles which the driver 
of a vehicle on a highway owes to 
other users of the highway are not 
to drive at an excessive speed, 10 
keep a proper lookout and to give

Fuehrer’s Declarations Taken as Grave Warning 
By French Press; Rapprochement Jeopardized 


Paris, Nov. 7. 
RENCH press comments this morning were unanimous in 
criticizing the speech delivered by Herr Hitler at Weimar 
yesterday, and stressing the dangers resulting from it. “The Master 
of Germany has spoken and instead of stretching out his hand as 
one might have expected, he withdrew it,” declared “L'Epoque.” 
“Mr, Chamberlain really has no luck. First Saarbruecken, now 
Weimar, It seems very difficult to be able to open discussions with 
the German leaders for they are firm believers in the principle 
that they are allowed everything. For them there is no right but 
that of the strength of the German race. War-mongers must be, 
according to them, those who are not ready to serve their ends. 
If, as we believe, Herr Hitler's attitude comes of the knowledge 
of his strength, it will be admitted that our leaders haven't a 
minute to lose, for time flies.” 

‘According to “Le Jour-L’Echo de Paris,” the Weimar speech 
showed little progress from the one made at Saarbruecken. “It 
will not surprise anyone to see the Fuehrer attach so much im- 
portance to the opinion of British and French opposition circles,” 
the paper added. “The Chancellor referred only to Mr. Churchill 
and Mr, Greenwood, and did not mention the speeches made by 
British and French Government leaders. Considered from a 
‘domestic viewpoint the Weimar speech, like the Saarbruecken one, 
appears, in the eyes of the German people, a justification of the 
policy of rearmament and privations which must be imposed in 














the near future.” 


‘The Berlin correspondent of “Le 
Journal” will cause to reflect those 
optimists who imagined that after 
the Munich Agreement, a general 
accord between the major Powers 
eould be achieved from one day to 
the next, 

Sane dimeulties remaining to be 
solved are many and one of the main 
ones is the problem of disarmament, 
the journal continued, “In this con- 
nection, the Germans submit material 
claims on the relations which should, 
in future, exist between the arma- 
ments of’ the Western Powers and 
those of the Third Reich, Germany 
has no intention of losing the lead 
‘taken since 1935, and st may be con- 
eidered certain ‘that Gormany will 
do all she can to maintain this lead.’

Port Darwin, Nov. 7. 
JAFTER one of the most remarkable fights in the history of 
aviation, two of the three Royal Air Force bombers which left 
[ismailia, Egypt, on Saturday morning, landed at Darwin, Australia, 
this afternoon to recapture for Great Britain the non-stop long- 
distance flight record of the world. Flying at an average speed 
Jof 149 miles an hour, Bomber No. 1 landed here at 12.02 this 
fternoon, Shanghai time, and bomber No. 3 at 12.05 to accomplish 
la trip of 7,162 miles in just over 48 hours. Bomber No. 2, be- 
lcause of shortege of petrol, was compelled to come down at 
Koepang, in Timor Island, but it resumed its flight after refuelling

Thirty Die in Huge

Perhaps the chief source of amusement to] 
the soldiers themselves isthe inability of 
the average civilian to distinguish between, 
the Life Guards and the Royal Horse Guards, 
both belonging to the Household Cavalry and 
both doing duty in turn at the Horse Guards. 
While most people recognize the fact that 
fone Regiment wears a scarlet tunic with a 
white plume on the helmet and the other a 
blue tunle with a red plume, they invariably 
name both Regiments as “Life Guards,” the| 
latter unit being better-known among the 
civilian population. If they would remember| 
that after the title of the Royal Horse Guards| 
follow the words “The Blues® they would 
not make this mistake. The Life Guards, al- 
though they wear the searlet unifSrm’ are| 
not named “The Reds.” 











‘There are few people today who can name 
the Regiments comprising His Majesty's Foot | 
Guards or the distinguishing marks which 
each Regiment possesses. This is a rather| 
difficult task and any lapses on their part 
should be excused, as many soldiers trom 
other Regiments, while knowing the names 
‘of the units, cannot state the difference 
between a Coldstream Guardsman or a 
Grenadier.

Most of the Guards Regiments are allied to 
Dominion units, thus forging a further link 
in Empire unity. ‘The Coldstreams associate 
themselves with the Governor-General’s Foot 
Guards in Ottawa, Canada, the Grenadiers

‘The Scots Guards are identified with the 
Winnipeg Grenadiers, Canada, and the Welsh 
Guards are allied with the Fourth Battalion 
of Australian Infantry, some members of 
which had the fionour of being the only 
Colonial troops to have performed a guard 
duty at Buckingham Palace during the late 
King’s Jubilee celebrations. 

Guards Regiments, however, are not sta~ 
tioned in London permanently, the present 
strength inthe metropolis being two bat- 
talions of the Grenadiers, with the third 
battalion at Windsor, two’ battalions of the 
Coldstreams, the third being in Palestine, and 
the: Scots Guards. The Irish Guards are at 
present in Palestine while the Welsh Guards 
fare in Aldershot, Detachments of both Regi- 
ments of Household Cavalry are stationed ip 
London and at Windsor. ‘These men may 
be seen in the Knightsbridge Barracks al~ 
though, when off duty, thelr uniform is the 
every-day Khaki with blue service caps with 
red piping. Except for the initials “RH.G.” 
‘and “LG.” they are indistinguishable from a 
distance. - 

Other places where the Guards may be 
‘seen wearing their full uniforms are Welling- 
ton Barracks, the home of the 1st Battalion, 
Grenadier Guards, and two battalions of the 
Coldstream Guards, the Tower of London, 
where the 2nd Grenadiers are stationed, the 
Bank of England, where there is a daily 
guard, Chelsea Barracks, where the 2nd Bat- 
talion of the Scots Guards reside during their 
tour of duty in London, and at Windsor where 
the Grenadiers are doing duty. 





All recruits for the various Regiments re- 
ceive their training at Caterham in Surrey, 
Where the rough edges are knocked-off 
within a surprisingly short space of time and 
the men are produced with that erect carriage 
which so characterizes the Guardsman. The 
routine at the depot is arduous—a far more 
rigid discipline being enforced than at many. 
of the other training centres—and this ac- 
‘counts for “drilled to perfection” precision 
which gains for the Guards so many admirers, 





‘The Grenadiers may be distinguished by 
‘the red cap band on their service cap and 


specially from members of the fair sex. 
Physical requirements for the Guards are 


cepted for service. Usually the requirements| 
state that a man must be five feet ten inches 
or over in height although the standard was 
lowered for a time when recruiting was at 
a low ebb. Very few city or townspeople 
Join the Guards, the majority of the recruits 
coming from country distritts where fine 
physique is a normal thing. These people, 
state experienced Army officers, make the 
finest soldiers and it is a fact today that most 
‘of London's constables are ex-Guardsmen, 
while the various provincial forees also pos- 
sess a large quota of Guardsmen reservists. 








Various claims are made by many people 
that the Guardsman is just a “toy soldier” 
but during the Great War and in various 
campaigns after 1918 the Guards proved 
themselves to be a fighting force to be re- 
ckoned with. Today in Palestine the Cold- 
stream Guards bore the brunt of the recent 
warfare in Jerusalem and lost two men as 
a result of the action. This Regiment will be 
remembered by many Shanghailanders as it 
was stationed here for a time during 1927. 
Other soldiers, however, always score over 
the Guardsmen by quoting their long absence 
from any service in India and although it 
‘would not be wise to state the exact quota- 
tion which defines this absence, it is through 
no fault of their own that India does not 
see them but rather through the actions 
‘of higher authorities who do not send the 
(Guards to India,

‘The third son of the Dragon King 
plays in the shape of a fish in the

‘The Dragon Maiden’ 
is so fascinated by the Grand Lady|

Priests Away from Pootoo 


‘This part of the legend is not con- 
tained in the Pootoo versions and is 
unknown to the ordinary monks; but 
there may be some learned priests 

id -abbots who know this chapter. 
But, just these, amongst them the 
Arch Abbot Ho Hal, are not any’ 
more in Pootoo—because of  the| 
hostilities they have dispersed to| 
branch temples on the mainland with 
which they have friendly relations. 

‘The dominating school in Pootoo is 
the Meditation Sect, the doctrine of| 
which was brought to China, accord~ 
ing to tradition, In 520 A.D. by the 
Patriarch Bodhidarma and which was| 
then fully developed by the sixth| 
Chinese Patriarch Hui Neng. In a 
ranch of this sect, the branch of 
the Patriarch of Lin Tsi, the psy- 















































chological trick was introduced to 


effect the sudden stroke of enlighten-| 
‘ment by shouting ot the man sunk| 
in deep meditation “Hol” or by a blow| 
‘with the fist against. the heart. 

Although the Patriarch Bodhidarma| 
fs considered to be a manifestation 
of the Kuan Yin, this meditation sect| 
hhas taken over the cult of the 
Madonna proper only recently and 
then formed it in its own way. For 
the members of this sect wisdom, 
sudden inspiration and highly per- 
sonal inner experience were the “one| 
and all,” but philosophy, studies of the| 
holy scriptures and pious cults were 
[suspicious and dangerous, 

‘Nevertheless this sect had in due| 
course to borrow something from the 
cults and philosophies of other schools, 
particularly from the sect of the 
‘Mountain Tien Tal; for the idea is 
not yet equal to the content, but it 
conveys its meaning. 


Research Work at Ningpo 


A visit to the Abbot Pao Tsing of! 
the Tien Tat sect in the Kuantsung- 
chiang “monastery in Ningpo was 
‘therefore of special importance ‘for| 
the research work besides the local| 
Investigations and the evening talks| 
with the monks at Pootoo. 

From the viewpoint of philosophi- 
eal conception and true doctrine of| 
wisdom of the meditation school as| 
well as of the Tien -Tai sect, the| 
following points can be considered as| 
important for understanding the cult| 
of the Madonna of the higher priests| 
as a result of the investigations made. | 

‘The point of view of subjective! 
idealism: From this point of view 
‘the name of the Madonna is Kuan| 
‘Tze Tsai Pu-sa. This means “the| 
Bodhisattva who sees that he is in| 
my own self.” 

Historically speaking this opinton| 
is not justified. “This Chinese expres-| 
sion comes from the school of the| 
‘Huan ‘Tsang, the correct translation| 
‘of Avalokitesvara being “Lord being 
in his ownself.” This interpretation 
wants to say: I myself am the 
‘Madonna. When worshipping the 
heavenly Madonna or when loving| 
‘an earthly being I transfer my own 
Madonna-ship and its ideals upon| 
the image which I have made myself 
lof these two objects. But this trans- 
fer is absolutely subjective and| 
fllusionary. 


Incarnation Ilusionary 

‘The point of view of objective 
fdealism: ‘This Madonna in my own| 
self is only a reflection of the one 
primordial Deity, the  primordial| 
Buddha Vairocana (in Chinese: Pilu| 
Fo). ‘The primordial Buddha is the 
enlightened good part of the me-_ 
taphysical world (Fa Kiai, Sanscrit: 
Dharma-dhatw); the other half is} 
‘dark. “My own self with the Madonna 
in me is also only a reflection of the 
Madonna part of the primordial! 
Deity. ‘This part is called: Pilu Kuan| 
Yin, ‘She is represented in the art, 
in the same shape like Vairocana, as 
crowned Buddha. Hence the subject 
‘and the individual incarnation of the| 
Madonna is ilusionary. 

Doctrine of the Lotos-Sutra, identity 
of idealism and realism: 

Nevertheless that point of view 
which teaches that the world of| 
objects has a real basis is also| 
justified vis-a-vis all kinds of idealism. 
I or the primordial Deity could not 
transfer the Madonna ideal of “kind-| 
ness combined with wisdom” if this| 
transfer is not based upon an im- 
pulse given by actual objects (thi 
heavenly Madonna or for instance a 
woman), ‘The world of objects is 
therefore relatively existent. This| 
relative existence is also a quality 
lot the Heavenly Madonna who “per-| 
iceives the prayers of the World”| 
(Kuanshih Yin Pusa) as of human 
beings, 

Tt can be concluded for purpoces| 
of the practical life: The . maturing | 
of the human being to the enlight- 
ment must go not only the way of 
personal meditation to fully develop| 
‘the spiritual genius, but must_also| 
ead the way over the objects. Here| 
the pious worship of the Heavenly| 
[Madonna (Na Mo Kuanshih Yin Pusa) 
{is justified, and the love of the sexes 
too. Including the danger that the 
‘mind cannot free itself again from 
the object. 

Both ‘are means for the one alm| 
jand object, namely to mature 
wisdom and kindness. After all it 
is—seen from the esoteric point of 
view—not so important, which way 
is chosen, it only the ‘relations are 
properly perceived and the goal will 
be reached in order to reach, in the 
nightly journey of the soul over the 
seas, the other shore of freedom and| 
sovereignty of the mind—led by the| 
[Stella Maris of the “Kuan Yin drift- 
Ing over the Sea” (Piao Hai Kuan 
}Yin) until the godly pearl of the| 
immortal is kindled.

‘The British have advanced far 
since the days when Lord Allenby, 
—the general who conquered Pales- 
tine and who reverently entered the 
Holy City on foot just before Christ- 
/mas of 1917—could say that Pales- 
tine had no strategic signidcance for 
Great Britain. ‘Today we see a bid, 
by rival national interests for the 
control of the Mediterranean, In 
northern Africa and Spain there have 
been persistent thrusts aimed at 
making these places impassable and 
untenable to the British. ‘These 
threats have served to solidify Bri- 
tish policy which now declares the 
Mediterranean and the Suez Canal 
fas life-lines of communication. 

New Rule of Action 

‘Thus, a new rule of action towards 
Palestine became essential, It has 
been astutely pointed out’ that, as 
Britain's treaty ‘with Egypt ‘has 
brought about a decline in Britain’ 
control and freedom of manoeuvre 
in that region, she must inevitably 
pivot on the Palestinian flank. ‘The 
development of air communications, 
the pipe-line from Iraq, the port at 
Haita, ‘the possibility ‘of a short! 
alternative route to the Canal—all 
these are factors which have given 
Palestine a central place in the com- 
plex of Imperial strategy. 

"AS expressed by a leading English 
Jauthority, the British are in Pales. 
tine not simply because of sentiment 
for Jews.*They are there because 
they cannot afford not to be there, 
The point was illustrated by what 
happened not so long ago at Akaba, 
ja port at the extremity of an inlet 
‘of the Red Sea, abutting into Pales- 
tine. Armed action was prepared 
against Arab troops because it was 
considered highly desirable to retain 
control over a window on the Red 
Sea and a route which could be an 
falternative to the Suez Canal. It is 
to be recognized that Palestine is not 
a burden but a base which the Em- 
pire needs and others covet.

From 1922 to 
this day, the population of the entire 
Jcountry' increased from 653,851 to 
1,957,000 of all classes, This astonish- 
ing achievement has been made pos 
sible because of the wealth produced 
by the country being greatly In- 
lereased, 
Large-scale factories and works 
have been erected, equipped with 
machinery driven’ by electrical 
power. Potash, soap, olls, cement, 
canned goods and food products of 
various kinds are produced. 

In an economic survey of the coun- 
try, one learns that the latest form 
Jot developing electrical power through 
harnessing the waters of the Jordan 
have been applied, as well as by 
using the Diesel engine.

‘The German ‘Tragedy 


Of the articles and reports published 
{nthe Journal two are of outstanding 
interest—~"Nanga Parbat, 1937" by 
Paul Bauer, and “The Ascent of 
Chomolhari,'1937" by Spencer Chap- 
man, In the former, Herr Bauer 
tells’ the story of the events leading
